Headmaster  Edward  W.  Eames  made  the 
prize  awards,  presenting  the  two  most  coveted 
honors  to  Russell  A.  Simons,  who  received  the 
Master's  Prize,  and  Theodore  W.  Lacey,  who 
won  the  Morse  Flag. 

The  school  Glee  Club  gave  its  final  concert 
immediately  following  the  award  of  the  Morse 
Flag,  in  the  Lang  Gymnasium.  Mrs.  Rupert 
Neily  of  Portland  assisted  the  Club  with  two 
groups  of  piano  pieces.

GIVES  BACCALAUREATE  ADDRESS 


On  Sunday,  June  5,  the  Reverend  Richard 
Reynolds  Beasley  of  St.  Michael's  Parish,  Mil- 
ton, spoke  to  the  Senior  Class  at  the  Bacca- 
laureate Service  held  in  Adelynrood  Chapel. 

The  Reverend  Glenn  Tilley  Morse  of  West 
Newbury  gave  the  prayer  and  read  from  the 
Scripture. 

Speaking  on  the  subject  of  the  adventure  in 
religion,  Mr.  Beasley  said  that  copying  the 
example  of  Christ's  life  involves  more  adven- 
ture than  the  purely  physical  challenge  in  a 
man's  life.  Copernicus  and  Voltaire  were  ad- 
venturers who  followed  their  consciences  in 
their  fight  against  ignorance  and  out-worn  be- 
liefs and  institutions. 

Quoting  the  statement  that  religion  means 
betting  your  life  that  there  is  a  God,  Mr. 
Beasley  pointed  out  that  living  a  Christian 
life,  after  the  model  of  Christ's  life,  requires 
the  acceptance  of  clanger,  since  the  easy,  un- 
questioning course  through  this  world  does  not 
satisfy  the  Christian  ideal.

The  reconstruction  work  was  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  William  Perry 
of  the  firm  of  Perry,  Shaw,  and  Hepburn  of 
Boston,  who  is  the  architect  of  the  Williams- 
burg, Virginia,  restoration  project. 

Following  the  ceremony  at  the  Schoolhouse. 
the  annual  Senior  Sing  was  held,  and  the  1938 
edition  of  The  Milestone  made  its  appearance. 
Robert  Olander.  Co-editor  of  the  Milestone 
staff,  presented  the  first  copy  to  Mr.  Morse  to 
whom  the  book  is  this  year  dedicated.  A  fea- 
ture of  the  book  is  an  article  in  which  Mr. 
Morse  describes  the  manner  in  which  appro- 
priate furniture  for  the  Schoolhouse  was  ob- 
tained. The  old  style  forms,  and  other  pieces 
of  Eighteenth  Century  furniture  were  obtained 
in  England  for  Mr.  Morse.

Rev.  Randolph  S.  Merrill  of  N ewtonville 

The  Vespers  speaker  on  May  29  was  the 
Reverend  Randolph  S.  Merrill,  Rector  of  the 
Central  Congregational  Church  in  Newton- 
ville. 

Mr.  Merrill  spoke  on  the  importance  of 
staking  one's  life  on  both  faith  and  religion. 
Thomas  Edison  and  Emile  Zola  were  cited  by 
Mr.  Merrill  as  great  men  who  worked  in  wide- 
ly separated  fields,  and  each  of  them  placed 
his  faith  on  the  future.  So  must  we  all  learn 
to  place  our  chances  in  life  on  faith  and  what 
it  will  bring  to  us  later  in  life. 

Mr.  Charles  C.  Buell  of  Milton  Academy 

At  the  final  Vespers  of  the  school  year,  Mr. 
Charles  Buell  of  the  faculty  of  Milton  Acad- 
emy spoke  on  the  defenses  which  are  possible 
against   propaganda. 

Although  all  intelligent  people  today  think 
that  they  are  able  to  form  their  opinions  by 
reasoning,  in  fact  they  are  daily  confronted 
and  taken  in  by  the  high  pressure  salesman- 
ship which  is  put  forth  by  the  radio,  the  press, 
and  all  types  of  sales  agents. 

To  perfect  our  ability  to  make  reasonable, 
rather  than  emotional,  deductions,  the  most 
effective  plan  is  to  learn  in  school  how  to  gath- 
er first-hand  facts  on  which  sound  opinions 
can  be  formed. 

Mr.  Adams  Addresses  Seniors 

Mr.  George  Adams  spoke  briefly  to  the 
Seniors,  saying  that  the  Academy  has  done 
well  by  them  and  that  they  have  honored  the 
school.  It  is  now  the  obligation  of  the  school's 
graduates  to  contribute  to  the  shaping  and  im- 
proving of  American  ideals  as  they  move  into 
a  wider  phase  of  life.

The  first  meaning  concerns  our  relations 
with  other  boys  here  at  school.  This  com- 
panionship with  the  other  fellows  is  important, 
because,  as  one  of  our  Vespers  speakers  said, 
the  "velvet  touch"  we  have  with  our  fellows  is 
vital  if  we  wish  to  get  along  in  this  world. 

The  other  meaning  of  the  word,  pertaining 
to  the  relationship  between  ideas,  is  important 
in  our  school  work.  In  History  it  is  invaluable 
to  associate  dates  and  events,  because  after  all, 
History  is  mainly  events  which  are  not  so  dif- 
ficult to  remember  in  themselves.  What  is  diffi- 
cult is  keeping  everything  in  its  proper  order. 

Teachers  here  often  stress  studying  by  as- 
sociation; that  is,  learning  one  fact  and  then 
fitting  in  all  the  other  bits  of  knowledge  that 
go  with  it  until  one  has  a  complete  story 
moulded  around  key  events. 

And  so  it  is  easy  to  see  that  the  application 
of  association  is  important  to  our  life  here  both 
in  our  school  work  and  in  our  relationships 
with  our  fellow  students.
